•which is responsible for it. Work on the new slip, which will be 
large enough to accommodate a steamer the. size of tfifr Mongolia? 0r 
Minnesota on either side will be begun as soon as the specifications 
are completed and Supt. Holloway can let the contfaxt, 


"The channel has been dredged to a depth of between thirty- 


four and thirty-five feet," said Supt. Holloway yesterday. 'SPhis 
is but one section, and is all the work that thef Territory intends to 
do. There were appropriations in the six months .and the eighteen 
months bill for dredging the Honolulu harbor. Witt these appro- 
priations as a basis we jmade plans for dredging the channel and 
harbor. The work was divided into three sections; one fo take-in 
that portion of the harbor near the railway wharf ,'the second portion 
beifljg-that about the.Oceanic wharf, whlle'th'ef'tlijrd section, Which 
has just been completed* took in the channel bar. It was the inten- 
tion to do all this work, but because of the lack of funds the 'work :

Some years ago 
John Wilflam Farr opened, a tonf col- 
lege to Chattanooga and had associat- 
ed with him a few reputable lawyers. 
These 'deserted him and assisted in 
driving him out of town when. t£ was 
discovered that Farr was engaged" in 
selling degrees to persons: ;who,-had 
never taken any course in the college. 
From thence Farr went to NashviHe 
and opened the. Nashville College of 
Law. Few students ever came to his 
classic halls and none remained long. 
The head of the place was carrying on 
a vigorous campaign of education, how- 
ever, and was sending bis degrees to aU 
parts of the world. 
The operation of making a full fledg- 


ed Doctor of'Laws or Master of Arts 
was simple. Farr would -write a- grand- 
iloquent tetter to some man of cheap 
tendencies informing' him' that '.In ac- 
cordance with a time honored'custom" 
the trustees of thev college at It*" next 
.meeting would designate certain men of 
literary or scientific attainments ;to be 
the. recipient of some honorary degree. 
The party was Informed that It was 
exceedingly becoming the conferring 
such degree that the recipient be pres- 
ent at the ceremony but If thf» was. 
impossible it could be dispensed with. 
The letter stated that no fee would be 
asked, but a charge of ten dollars was 
made to cover the cost of engrossing 
the diploma. A few days later the man 
of cheapness would get'another letter 
to the effect that the board had con- 
ferred the degree, that'the diploma is 
in the process of making and that the 
remittance was due. Thousands of 


these letters, were sent out and Farr 
made some, money out of it <Few if 
any of the people holding these degrees 
ever went to Nashville. Some few may 
have been dupes but the majority are 
as arrant knaves, and frauds as- Farr 
himself. 
v Judge Little had the degrees of Ph. 
D. and LL. D. conferred on him in 
'his; absence and has never visited the 
place for the purpose of being exam- 
ined as to his fitness or •otherwise, <A 
short time after this Farr ..advertised 
Little as the president of the Board of 
Trustees and in a circular issued in the 
spring of 1900 it was announced that 
Judge Little would deliver the com- 
mencement address. To the few people 
present at the lime 'Farr announced 
that the judge could not come bat bad 
.sent on bis commencement- address to 
he'read. He did'Tend it and a fine 
specimen of a LltOetonian oration It 
was, big wftn wind,"«raate in diction, 
garnished with flowers from tbe gar- 
dens of rhetoric, bat'empty and ridicu- 
lous^ 


•On August 30,1902, tbe -State ot Ten- 
nessee on relation of tbe Bar Associa- 
tion of Nashville commenced proceed- 
ings against the Nashville College of 
Law. alleging (bat it was practicing a 
fraud on the public. The'court entered 
a decree against Farr and the College 
«nnullng the charter and forbidding the 
grantinr of "more degrees. At this time 
an inquiry waa,started/as"to Judge Lit- 
tle, the repnted.presldent of tbe'Board 
of Trustees, but no .one knew 'anything 
of "him and it was generally supposed 
that he was a myth. , 
, . 
. After the closing of ihe college oy the 
courts Farr continued to grant degrees 
unfil a few months ago when-the XT. S. 
District Attorney at Nashville had him 
brought before the grand jury and in- 
dicted for fraudulently using tbe roafls. 
The indictment Is still pending. No ac- 
tion has yet been-taken against tbe 
president of tbe Board of Trustees, but 
a full Statement of Dr. Little's connec- 
tion with tbe fraudulent scheme is filed 
in th* office of the Attorney General. 
In rnatriny an investigation of"the mat- 
ter, oaev of tbe members of the Bar 
Association ot Nashville -wrote to Farr

Another echo of the Chinatown fire is 


heard'.in a bill introduced in r'ongress 
by Senator Mitchell ibut %vtilch died 
long before the end oi the session. The 
"bill'provided for the "reimbursement or 
certain insurance companies for losses 
sustained by them through the,plague 
nre of 1900 in Honolulu, Hawaii/' The 
bill -was-referred to the committee on 
Pacific Islands and as far as known 
was never ^ reported back to the Senate. 


The measure was intended -to repay 


to half a dozen -insurance' companies 
the losses they had incurred in.v the. 
Chinatown fire, amounting to $80,000 
and which the Territory of Hawaii 
through the Board of Tire Commission- 
ers had declined to pay. The compa- 
nies interested in the proposed legisla- 
tion are the North German Fire In* 
Burance Co., Hamburg-Bremen 
Iftre 


Insurance Co., North British and Mer- 
cantile, New Zealand, Transatlantic, 
Royal, Firemen's Fund and'the Lon- 
don, Liverpool and Globe. These are 
the companies which after the big fire 
paid then* losses. 
Other insurance 


companies representing the balk of 
the claim* refused to do so, their poli- 
cies having a clause which, protected 
them from losses due to the action of 
the civil authorities. The fire court 
took the ground that the -companies 
were not entitled to repayment for 
their losses, as the money jald by them 
was on policies for which; the insured 
had been paying premiums for many 
years. Iif other words the. court held 
that the companies had a business -con- 
tract with the holders of the policies 
and were compelled to carry It out,vand 
also that the ,act of the legislature x 
contemplated only the. payment for 
losses actually Incurred by $he claim- 
ants. 
' 


-The Insurance companies/ claim that 
they are entitled to b'e paid for their 
losses as much as the poorest property 
owner, whoaostfite all In theflre. They 
argue that ihe^corporatfons pimply as- 
sumed the ciaUnp of their policy hold- 
era, in paying the Insurance, and were 
entitled to~"recover. 
The fire court 


overruled them, however, .refusing to 
pay the Insurance claims, although aft- 
erward* deducting the insurance paid 
to the bolder of other ciaima, from the 
amount allowed by the court as actual 
losses. The ^companies were also de- 
feated 'in their appeal to the Hawaiian 
Supreme Court and it "was then decided 
to appeal to Congress for repayment of 
the alleged losses by the Chinatown 
fire, .Nothing is- known of the status 
of the bill ppon the adjournment of 
Congress.

that at the next regular meeting he would move to amend the con- 
situation by changing the name of the association: from "The Im- 
provement Association of Wailuku District" to "The Improvement 
Association of the Second Judicial District," which would embrace 
all of the citizens of Maui, Molokai andl-anai, and overman hour oi 
informal but earnest discussion followed, during which .it developed 
that the Association, which was at first composed of the citizens d 
Wailuku who had united as a town meeting^has a larger scope for 
work than their local town, and that the citizens of Maui generally 
desire to join the organization for the>general good. 


- This view should and probably willj>revail at the next meeting, 


and, the Association will probably become an island instead of a 
town affair7 and be known as the Improvement Association of .the 
Second Judicial District, hi which case members from all parts of 
the Islands can join in the good work, with local clubs in each dis- 
trict.—Maui News.
